ments."

Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  condemn  and  open  Cooke  street,  (as  laid 
out  on  Poppleton's  plat)  now  Patterson's  avenue, 
from  Fulton  avenue  to  a  point  three  hundred  and 
sixty  feet  west  from  the  west  side  of  Monroe  street^ 
(as  laid  out  on  Poppleton's  plat.) 

Sec.  2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
any  person  or  body  corporate  who  may  be  dissatis- 
fied with  the  assessments  of  damages  or  benefits 
which  shall  be  made  by  the  said  commissioners,

City  Bonds.  Register  of  the  City,  upon  notice  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance,  and  from  time  to  time,  be,  and 
he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  directed  tc,  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  City  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two 
millions  of  dollars,  ($2,000,000)  and  that  the  said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  or  disposed  of  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners of  Finance,  and  the  proceeds  there- 
from applied  to  the  payment  of  the  loan  of  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($700,000)  authorized 
by  ordinance  approved  December  23d,  1872,  (Ordi- 
nances of  1873,  No.  3)  being  **An  ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  speedy  introduction  of  an  additional
